A number of inquiries bave come to
hand lately about the above breed of
hogs, and we have given such infor-
mation us we were in possession of.
In a second number of the Indiana
Farmer there appeared a commuunica-
tion evidently from the pen of afriend
of this breed, and although this fact
may have colored somewhat higetate-
ments, we give some portions of his
article as glving information which
some of our readers desire to obtain.
He says these hogs have been ralsed
in Bouthern New Jersey for fifty years
and that the Jersey Redis not the
Spanish Red, nor the Red Berkshire
both of which, in their purity, are
bardy, healthy, good hogs. le goes
on to eay : ‘The Spanish Red hog
was introduced into this country by
the Hon. James B. Clay, Consul to
Madrid. Ile sent some to Cassius M.
Clay, who distributed the berd
throughout Kentucky. Itisthesame
bog which ls found so plentiful In
Mexico, Introduced there by the Span-
{ards.; It owes Its hardiness, no doubt,
to the fact that the law of the ‘survi-
val of the fittest’ has eliminated the
wenk and diseased bogs, while the
stroug and healthy, left to care for
themselves, have increased and mul-
tiplied. " Traced back, no doubt, they
owe much of their excellence to the
Neapolitan beg, and the stock from
which the Berkshire springs.

*Thé Jorsey Bed hog is noted for its
Bealthfulnesges, Jts iamunity from dis-
suse, which 1s, no douli®; attributable
to suti-miasmatic, gandy, bealthful
district in which it hag prown up
through many swine generafiuns, in-
to a distlnct herd. It has been salu
that the Jersey Reds never have the
cholers, but this statement s llke that
other, that the negro Is never aflected
with yellow fever. It depends upon
where he isborn and bred. The Afri-
«ean or tropleal negro, may defy yel-
low jack with safety, but let not the
northern negro attempt it. The pro-
geny of Jersey Reds, will no doubt,
after a while be as subject to cholera
as other hogs, If treated the same way.
They are valuable to secure a stock as
yet untainted, but keep them in mud-
dy, damp pens, amidst filth, garbage
and nulsanoce and foetid matter, aund
they will soon show the effect of it as
any sensible hog should. Many men
to-day ralse the pork on whieh they
feed their famlilles, In places which
would drive turkey buzzards to dis-
tracdon and hyenas to suicide. To
put a genteel hog In such a place is
like putting a thoroughbred African
barb to work in a tanyard, or to haul-
tng dead dogs to a soap factory. Cess-
pools are nothing elee but cholera
breeders, yet many a hog-raiser would
be surprised if told that he main-
tained such nuisances on his place.

‘Jersey Reds are glso remarkable for
thelr docility and quietness. They
are good breeders. They donot fight,
break out of enclosures, or go pros-
peoting on thelr own hook. Theyare
also prolific ; have often ten or twelve
pigs at alitter.

‘Mr. Grundy, of Kentucky, who is
really a breeder of long experlence pre-
fers them to Poland Chinas or Berk-
shire, which he has raised for many
years, In large quantities and of the
fluest strains, for the good qualitles
named, but more especially for their
quick growth to large welght. He
has ralsed Jersey Reds of enormous
size, such as have astonished stock
men about the Bourbon stock yards In
Loulsville, where good hogs are not
uncommon. Itisa fact Lhat packers
at Loulsville have paid a bonus Jof 15
$o 20 cents per hundred for Jersey Red
fat hogs, onaccount of the superlor
lard yielded of the breed.

‘Mr. Grundy thinksthe Jersey Red
especially valuable for crossing onour
commoner breeds, and has proved it
in hie experlence. The past terrible
ravages of cholora, which in the west
has been worse than is generaly sup-
posed, warrant us in introducing fresh
blood In hogs as well a8 Improved
methods of crossing for them. The
Agricuitural Department informs us
that four millions of hogs died in this
country last year from cholera. Illin-
ois lost one-fifth of this number, and
Pndiana follows close after. It will be
poticed that the Atlantic States are
nearly exempt. The reports will prob-
ably show that southern New Jersey
s entirely exempt. Itscemsbutcom-
mon sense and ordloary business pru-
denoe to replemish our stoek from
healthfol and untainted distriets,
hence, we prefer Jersey Reds just
now.

“The finest pigs we have ever raised
have beenm b’.mofahmy Red
boar on thoroughbred Berkshire sows
and otbere - who bave seen them have |
remarked upon thelr vousual excel-
Jence. The pigs geem to combine the
desirable qualities of both breeds, and
in fact, as Is somelimes the case; bid
falr to excel either breed in many Im-

China excels either breed from which
it was made up.

‘But the Jersey Reds respond to
treatment as do other breeds. Feed
them irregularly, stunt them by gorg-
ing one week and starving the next
keep them on one kind of food—corn
always on the ear—feed it on Lhe
ground or in dirty pens, and the fin-
est breed of hogs in the world will go
back to that brave old stock which
used to chase our ancestors through
the woods of Britain and Germany.
But the wild boar of the Black For-
est was a noble fellow compared with
many male hogs which even now are
used for breedlng purposes in Indi-
ana.’

Harm has been done by propagating
the notion that sugar is injurlous to
the teeth, by diverting attention from
real eauses of destruction and decay.

So far from sugars and pure candies
injuring the teeth or the health, they
would, If used wisely and in modera-
tion, as sole deserts, be actual preven-
tives of both; especially If alternated
as deserts, with frults and berries In
their natural, raw, ripe, tresh, perfect
state, by banishing from our tables
the pestiferous ple, the leaden pud-
ding, and pastries and cakes of every
na™e, which, as desserts, always
terapl Lo excesses which lay the foun-
dation foi diseases which torture for a
lifetime, or bring speedily to the
grave.

Let the spirit of ‘Uis article be dis-
tinetly understood. Fare sugars and
candies do not Injure tize toeth, except
indirectly, by their injuaicioms usein
exciting acoidity of stomacnh or dys-
pepsia, as will any other kind of fou!l
or drink, or beverage, if extravagany
ly used.

At seasons of the year when fruits
and berries may not be had, ripe,
fresh, ard perfect, as dessertg, sugars

and candles may be used as suchin

their stead to greatladvantage, because
they are healthful, belog warmiog,
nutritious, and agreeable; hence, as a
table article, they are very valuable,
while the almost universal love of
them shows that they were intended
to be eaten. If a child Is not allowed
to eat anything contalning sugar it
will sicken and die in a very short
time, Children need the carbon,
the fuel, contained 1o sugar,
to keep them warm ; without it they
would perish from cold; Lence the
love of sweet things is an instinct,
Implanted by the kind and wise Ma-
ker of us all for the child's preserva-

tlon,

A RUSHING CLOUD.

The Terrible Storm that Strock Pen-
saukecs

The village of Pensaukee, at the
mouth of the Pensaukee river, on the

tated and%partially destroyed by ator-
nado on Saturday evening the 7th
inst, The storm approached from the
northwest, and Is deseribed as a rush-
ing clond, tapering at Ltbe bottom and
revolving swiftly. It struck the vil-
lage at 6:45, The alr became sudden-
ly dark, and remained so for two min-
utes, while the tornado lasted.

The damage was frightful, and the
effecta of the wind marvelous. It
struck the river and drained the
stream, taking the water up, in one
spot, to a height of fifty feet; over-
turned barges, blew the upper works
off the decks of steamers, demolished
entirely about fifteeen bulldings, and
damaged as many more. The large
hotel built by B. F. GGardener was
partially, if not wholly destroyed.—
The storm blew in the northand west
walls, emushed the forniture and flx-
tures, and filled the room with a con-
fused mass of rubbish. A lady and
gentleman seated in the office were
carried a distance of one hundred and
fifty feet. A large building with two
wings, was picked up bodily, moved
several rods, and set down In the
road. A molher and child were car-
ried fifty feet in the alr, the clothing
stripped from the back of the woman
and the infant divested of everything.
A wagon was blown over a three-sto-
ry botel. The iron portion of a sew-
ing machine was thrown througha
cow. The station house was lifted on
the rallroad track and the railroad
bridge moved eight inches, and many
instances of a like character. As far
as known up to Sunday evening, the
following comprised the list of the
Killed :

Lewis Saundsl, Emma Chesely and
tirree children. Twenty-nine persons
are missing. The loss is estimated at
